SPEAKING ON the resolution, 
J. Hampson, representative of the 
United Packinghouse Workers, de- 
clared the present administration 
was “two-faced” in its work. He 
said it had to be to give both indus- 
try and labor a fair deal as indus- 
try’s ideas often conflict with those 
of labor. 

Jan Lakeman, well known Com- 
munist and chairman of the con- 
ference, stated, “There is a com- 


handle labor situations in the 
present government.”

God, he replied, “How do | know whether a came! or a man passed 
my tent last night? By their footprints on the sand.” The psalmist of 
old declared: “The heavens declare the glory of God; and the firma- 
ment showeth his handiwork.” 

The evidence of God confronts all thoughtful people, the order of 
the universe, the beauty of nature, the inescapable inner moral law 
that will not let men rest or sleep until thy have righted as far as 
is humanty possible wrongs they have done.

Whenever the wicked prospered and used their profits for sin, waste 
and luxury they raised their voices in warning: “Only righteousness 
can endure.” “God is mot on the side of the strongest battalions. 
He is on the side of the oppressed.” “In the long run, righteousness 
exalts and sin destroys.” This is why, as Walter Horten says, “The 
prophets invariably in times of self-satisfied prosperity reise their 
voices in warnings; but in time of unjust persecution their messages 
have been glad and hopeful. The hope of a coming Kingdom of God 
and a coming Messiah was the supreme expression of their assurance 
that sooner or later, in God's good time, his moral law would be vin- | 
dicated in history.” |

As we come to know a friend best when we suffer with him, pray |

It is in the | 
dark hours that He proves Himself 2 saving, helping power, a refuge | 
in the time of storm. | 

We look at the life of Christ, and it reflects as a mirror the love, 
truth, beauty, courage and the infinite compassion, mercy and redemp- | 
tive suffering of God our Father for us and our salvation. We love 
and believe because He first loved us.

British citizenship in 1868 and was First Sea Lord at the start of the First 

World War. Philip's maternal grandfather changed his name to the less Ger- 

manic “Mountbatten” in 1917. 

The father of Elizabeth’s consort died in Monte Carlo in 1944. His sisters are 
Margarita, who married Prince Gottfried of Hohenlohe-Langenburg; Theodora, who mare 
ried the Margrave of Baden; Cecilia, Grand Duchess of Hesse bei Rhein, who was killed

Mr. Evans also defended the 
CPR's income tax policy, which 
like its depreciation practices. had 
been under fire from provincial | 
witnesses in earlier stages of the 
inquiry. | 

Winding up his highly-technical | 
argument on depreciation, Mr. | 
Evans declared Canadian Pacific | 
witness had “proved to the hilt” | 
the correctness of the company's | 
system and the propriety of its 
rates of depreciation. 

“The probability is.” he said, 
“that the rates of depreciation are | 
too low.” 

Mr. Evans replied to the claims 
of provincial lawyers and witnesses | 
that taxes on non-rai] income of the 
railway company should not be 
paid out of rail earnings, since 
shippers should not be made to pay 
for other operations. 

“We do not take the position,” he 
said, “that under all circumstances 
income tax on all corporate in- 
come should be charged cto rail 
earnings.”

“Rose-Marie” has proved one 
in the last quarter of a century. 

“Rose-Marie” is an operetta in 
two acts, with book and lyrics by 
Otto Harbach and Oscar Hammer- 
stein, and music by Rudolf Friml 
and Herbert Stothart. It was on 
the night of Sept. 2, 1924 that Her- 
bert Stothart, the co-composer, 
made his way into the orchestra pit 
of the Imperial Theatre, New York, 
tapped his music stand, raised his 
baton and set “Rose-Marie” on its 
internationally successful career. A 
charming cantatrice, Mary Ellis was 
the original “Rose-Marie.”

E Teenie Weenies, no taller 

than matches, use several 
thimbles of water each day. They 
get some of their water from the 
shoe house roof, but that is only 
when it rains and fills the thimbles 
under the drainpipes. Most of 
their supply has to be brought 
from the creek. The Chinaman 
uses over 30 thimbles of water in 
doing the Teenie Weenie wash- 
ing, and the Cook, who is ex- 
tremely clean, needs 10 or 12 
thimbles every day. The Teenie 
Weenie women will use at least 
two thimbles of water each day 
because they are etetnally wash- 
ing stockings and other tiny gar- 
ments, 

Two or three times a week 
the men have been hauling a 
supply of water in the Teenie 
Weenie cart. They lash a small 
sabmon can to the cart and 
Skippy, the chipmunk, pulls it up 
to the village, But that is a 
great task, for it is hard work 
lifting the heavy can on and off 
the cart. It is only natural that 
the little people should sometimes 
be short of water, and that's 
what happened wher the half- 
pint cream container which had 
been made into a clubhouse caught fire and burned 
to the ground. The old teacup which they had kept 
filled with water in case of fire had cae during 
the Winter, and it was quite empty when the fire 
broke out. Then, too, the rubber bulb on the medi- 
cine dropper, which the Teenie Weenie fire depart- 
ment uses for a fire extinguisher, had broken, so the 
litte men had nothing to fight the raging fire but 
@ few acorn-shell buckets. 

After the fire there was an investigation, as there

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always it. Plans were made to prepare for the tuture. 
Some of the men found another teacup. It was 
slightly cracked, but it would hold water and they 
hauled it to a place near the shoe house to be kept 
full of water in case of fire.

The cart is backed down into 
the creek and several of the men in Teenie Weenie 
bathing suits can soon fill the cup with a couple of 
No. 8 thimbles. 

The Teenie Weenie fire department is still looting 
for a new bulb for the fire extinguisher, but the men 
filled the teacup the very first thing and the little 
folk feelfairly safe now with a whole cup of water in
